On the morning of October 14, 194? five special agents of the FBI 
came to the undersigned*s private premises, announced their official 
standing and decla,red their intention to search my premises without a 
proper search warrant ♦ 



Vftien I resisted this apparent attempt to impose upon presumed ig- 
norance, by me, of the? proper procedure, the five agents called this 
"lack of co-operation on my part" and then asked me to sign a waiver of 
my right to be served with a search warrant* 

When I still insisted on the proper constitutional way, the five- 
agents composing this " commando raid" , asked me to accompany them to the 
headquarters of the FBI and the office of the U. S* Attorney, Matthias F* 
Correa, at the U # S« Court Building, New York City, to utiich I good- 
naturedly gave ready assent, although I was by no means obliged to do so* 

I then pointed out to Exe # Asst. U. S. Attorney, John F/ Sonnett 
that the absence of a search warrant in the hands of my visitors had ob- 
viously resulted from the fact that the request for my presence and for 
the producing of my papers upon call of the five agents, had not been ac- 
companied by the making against me of any formal charge of misconduct, and 
that the absence of such charge was in turn based very obviously upon

the nott-yxistence of subh misconduct 'on my partj and that the repeated attempts 
to execute a search without a warrant was therefore quite manifestly a con- 
tumacious and thoroughly un-American attempt to by-pass my consitutional rights ♦ 

YJhen Kr* Sonne tt gave indication that he recognized the correctness of 
the position thus stated by me, I at once reciprocated by sighing the Oliver 
without further controversy, was accompanied back to my residence by £6ur 
of the agents who then proceeded from 1.30 Hi to 5.30 PH to make the search, 
gave me a receipt for the documents which*' seemed suited to their purpose and 
promised to. restore them to me within n a couple of days 1 ' * - 

The only complaint I have against the five FBI agents (who in every 
other .respect behaved like gentlemen) is that my neighbors were widely in- , 
formed by them concerning the official identify and the purpose of their 
visit and thus had created the iurpression that I suddenly was unmasked and 
taken away as an undesirable and disloyal citizen, which happens to be the 
exact opposite of the truth, and to be quite inconsistent with the fact that 
I have repeatedly been nominated by my neighbors as a candidate for responsible 
electoral honors. 

Such procedure, if authorised by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
tends to provide our newspapers with a basis of highly colored and sensational 
recitals which are not only very cruel to innocent victims of such trade 
practices, but also tend to create in the minds of persons not yet empaneled 
as jurors — and therefore at liberty to read such misleading newspaper recitals 
a highly prejudiced presumption of guilt, even before the trial of a defendant 
has officially commenced* 

When my papers were not returned within a few days, I called on Exe. 
Asst. IL S. Attorney John F. Srpfitt to ash f PT the return of same and to 

ask him also for the reason of | I a ™L the 

reason for asking me to sign a waiver to permit the five agents or *one IBI 
to search premises without a search warrant to which Hr. Sonnett replied 
in the presence of F.B«I. agent R. A. Johnson, that I did not sta^d charged 
with any crime to vrhich I retorted that the fact nevertheless renamed that 
I was inconvenienced by the search of my home, the unfavorable reports spread 
among iny neighbors and the sequestration of my papers and that I therefore 

insisted to find out what the rumpus was about, and in particular desired to 
be afforded an opportunity of testifying and giving evidence before the 
Federal Grand Jury in regard to an alleged violation of Title 18, Section 88, 
U. S, Code, as stated on the subpoena above referred to.

And now I finally write to you to kindly look into this 
matter, because if no charge can be prssented either against 
the Citizens' Protective League or myself, I feel that I am 
entitled to a letter from you testifying to my good citizenship 
and giving me a clean Bill of Health. 

I maintain in the first place that as a loyal American 
citizen, I should not, as previously stated, have been incon- 
venienced; and, in the second place, that an unsheathed sword 
should not be kept hanging over my head for such a long time; 

I claim that the "commando raid" of October 14th, 1942 
has been nothing but a "fishing expedition" and that any "facts" 
allowed to be imagined, as having existence in the background, 
are in reality non-existent; and that this illegal attempt of 
a raid on my apartment has therefore been inspired by somebody 1 s 
guesswork and possible malice and smacks of persecution .- 

Initiating such proceedings on suspicion so baseless and 
so absurdly unsubstantiated can only result in nebulous situations 
and detract from the dignity of the Law.- 

The true administration of justice is the firmest pillar of 
good Government l- 

Y/ill you therefore be so good to investigate this matter 
and thereupon write me a letter absolving the Citizens' Protective 
League and me of any charges of conspiracy, misconduct, disorderly 
conduct or what have you and oblige.

■ much later. She later heard that MITCHELL had returned to Germany from one ' ' 
KURT MERT1G who wrote to her advising her of this fact and stating that he had 
been requested by the Swiss Consulate to keep in touch with her and that he 
was presently engaged in helping' people who wished to be repatriated. She got 
in touch with him and. he informed her that she- would hear from him directly 
when permission had been given for her repatriation. She stated that she had 
-seen him two or three times since to ask how the repatriation scheme Was pro- 
gressing. She last saw him about July 1, i9A2. She stated that he had never 
asked for any money and, that she had not offered him any. She later went to 
the Swiss Consulate again and was informed that exchange negotiations had been 
^. broken off. It should be pointed out that FAXJIAZIM5ERMAN was arrested on a 
Presidential Warrant and is. presently being held at Ellis Island* 

JOHAMAVRMZ, 124S Lexington Avenue, New York City, advised 
that she- knew KURT MERTIG but that her only connection with him had been one 
time when MERTIG had. helped her to find the address of a customer wh£ had left 
a piece of jewelry with her for repair* The pin was inadvertently given to 
the wrong customer and MERTIG had gotten it back from that person and returned ' 
it to her* She had gone to MERTIG because she knew that he was well known in 
' Yorkville and' would possibly have the address of this customer,. • She stated, 
that MERIIG has not written any letters with respect to. repatriation for her* 
She has known him for years but cannot recall how they first met. She knew 
that WILLI MITCHELL and MERTiG lived together, but stated thatshe did not like 
MITCHELL who was a busy body. She stated that her only steps with respect to 
repatriation were through, the Swiss Consulate where she had. talked with Mr* ' 
WALKER who is. in charge of the Department of Foreign Interests,* It should be. 
pointed out that Mrs. RENZ ' husband, HANS, has been interned as an alien enemy 
and was probably not disposed to cooperate. It will be noted further that the 
names of HANS arid JOHANNA RENZ appear as number 21 and .22 on the MITCHELL LIST, 
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Mrs* HENZ did not mention this fact to the -writer* 

Mrs, MARTaW™? of 178 East 85 Street, New York City, ad- 
vised that in January 1942 she had gone to the Swiss Consulate to inquire about 
repatriation because her husband and two sons were caught in Germany at the 
outbreak of the war, having gone over for the Leipzig Fair* She stated that 
she cannot account .for ttie fact that her name appeared on the list of repa~ 
tiipts prepared fcfr MITCHELL except for the fact that her sister, MRS,\KRETSCHMER 
fcnew WILLI MITCHELL and may have given him her name.* Mrs* KREISCHMER also spoke 
to the SidTs"iiabassy in Washington for her* Mien she did not hear anything 
from Washington, her sister prevailed on her to talk to MERTIG and she and 
her sister went to MERTIG 's house* MERTIG apparently knew about the case aid 
typed a letter to the Striss Legation for her, which letter was dated June 22* 
He himself put the stamp on it and she mailed it* He had at no time sug- 
gested that she pay him f qr hU services and when offered money he refused it* 
She stated that she did not know what MERTIG 's interest was in the proceeding 
and he never volunteered any information on this score* 

Mr* CHARLES f\mGER of 1666 Second Avenue, New York City, 
stated that due to the fact that his business was knocked out by the war and 
he faced the possibility of no longer being able to make a living in this 
country* he had gone to the Swiss Consulate early in 1942 and talked with Mr* 
WALKER*. Subsequent to that he went two or three times* He finally filled 
' in an application for repatriation with his wife and sont it directly to Wash- 
ington. He had two acknowledgments from Washington on his application* He . 
had heard that MEETIG had taken cverMITCHEEL's place in the repatriation scheme 
but gossip in YorkviUe had it that MERTIG had been kicked out of the Sidss 
Consulate over some trouble he had with them. However, he had never met 
MERTIG until one day in August or September MERTIG appeared at his apartment 
and said that he was a representative of the Swiss Consulate, that he had been 
to Washington to help other Germans who wished to be repatriated and tried 
to give the iaptpres^ion of being a very influential man with a great deal of 
authority. MERTIG did not ask for money, but said that he would prepare a 
letter to the Swiss Legation and to Mr. GREEN" of the State Department for 
him*. About a week later the letter was sent to him by MERTIG for his signature, 
UNGER said however that he tore it up and never mailed it* MERTIG appeared 
approxijnately one month later and asked whether he had received a reply to the 
letter which he had written for UNGER. UNGER explained what he had donfe with 
the first letter but MERTIG nevertheless insisted upon writing a second letter 
for him. UNGER stated that he did not wish to deal with MERTIG because he 
felt that he was "phoney** 

PAUL OTT^rALLMMK of 316 East 82 Street, New York Gity, advised 
that he first went to the* Swiss Consulate in June of 1942,* At this time he filled 
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out an application for repatriation and sent it to Washington. He received 
several replies front the Swiss legation and then deeided to get in. touch* Kith 
MERTIG* whose name he had gotten from a family by the name of SCHROTT, which 
f amily had already left for Germany. He stated that he saw MERTIG twice but 
that MERTIG did not ask for money* He wrote two letters for ff A LIMAN N, gave 
them to him in a stamped envelope and ffALEMANN mailed them. He stated that he 
had offered MERTIG money but thafc he had refused it* fflffiTIG did not offer any 
advice or hope that he could be repatriated and he at no time mentioned any*- 
thing concerning his connection with the Swiss Consulate . He last saw MERTIG 
sometime in July* WJ12MAWN stated that he has been in the United States for 
19 years, that he has never been connected with any German organizations and - 
never bp.ught any Rueckwanderer Marks* 

Among other people interviewed were Irs,. JDLIAstlMSCIffilT of 
Silver lake, NewYoik; Mrj. THERESA^SCOTHHERK of 59 Oak Street, New Rochellej 
Mrs. HERBERT\GROBB and lira*. JOHMf^CHREIHER of Park Place in New Rochellej Mrs* 
lOUIS^RATJSS, as well as Mrs* MARIE^ERIiIHG and ERNES|\I{ERKHOF* These people 
all toKi much the same story as those set forth above; all of them denied any 
payment of money to MERTIG for his services* To most all of them he admitted 
his connection with the Swiss Consulate in, varying degrees* 

Mrs. MARIE KERHNG, who was interviewed at Ellis Island, stated 
that she had received a letter from MERTIG telling her to be ready in case she 
got atelegram from ¥ashingtpn along the lines that she could leave for Germany* 
k few days later she got the telegram* She stated that she met MERTIG spmetiae 
later but her merely introduced himself and asked whether she had heard anything 
from Washington* She also stated that she never knew of MERTIG ! s connection 
with MITCHELL* 

ERNEST KERKHQF who was also at Ellis Island* stated that he 
met MERTIG with "HIEII MITCHELL one day at* a bar. His conversation had been 
solely with MITCHELL and* he " had merely been introduced to MERTIG© However, he 
met MERTIG later on the day before MITCHELL left for Germany, when he came to 
KERKH0E f s house to say goodbye. He had two letters from MERTIG stating that 
his name had been given to the Swiss Consulate by MITCHELL and he finally got 
a wire from Washington stating that he could leave* Another letter concerned 
what he could take back to Germany with him. He stated that rumor on Ellis 
Island had it that MERTIG had been arrested and that several people had ad- 
mitted writing to him with respect to repatriation. MERTIG at no time ever 
told him that he had any connection with the Swiss Consulate* 

That MERT3& is still interesting himself in the repatriation 
program is evidenced by the fact that as late as November 17 * 1942he wrote a 
letter to Mrs* THERES^HOHEN^IHER,. which le tter was forwarded to this office 
by Confidential Inf ormaht T-2 and is set forth below:

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"Dear Mrs, Hohenre^ne? . 

■ I received at this very moment your letter dated Nov, 15 and mailed 
by special delivery at 11 JUS to-day and hasten to reply, as r f eel from its 
tenor *Aus hpechster Not ruf ich zu Dirt that a work of consolation front me 
might help you to p$1b* yourself a fcit.^ 

You knpw from your experience during the last few months that all 
one can do is to try ani try again, to ^dyan^e: this family camp* matter by ap- 
pealing to one and then another of .the multiply departments ^o aie supposed 
to. handle the matter, hut I am of the opinion that* 'on account of red tape caused 
by bureaucracy, interference by overlapping rules and regulations etc,,^an 
infinite amaunt of patience is required, of which I am- ever conscious, but 
knowledge of -which is, pf course, of little consolation to the unfortunate 

victims .of these wartime regulations*-

I understand that Camp Seagoville, Texas is. overcrowded, and so is 
the camp at Gloucester, Pa* 

I do not know of the contemplated establishment of a family camp 
at Tennessee* - 1 have written yesterday for information on a new pamp, as the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service of the Dept. of Justice at Philadelphia 
wrote me: . 

■A great many wives of interned enemy aliens h^ve submitted sim- 
ilar requests and^it has been necessary fpr this Service to obtain 
. additional detention facilities in which to take* care of them* This, - 
as you know, cannot be- accomplished overnight • An additional camp 
hag ;npw been, secured and as soon as the :necessary alterations can be 
made and supples; obtained, the transfers of the eligible families 
will be ef fected* It is hoped that the transfer may be arranged 
sometime during the present calendar year, i 

The War Department at Washington (B fr M~» Bryan, polonel, F. A* Chief, 
Aliqn Division) writes me on Nov. 9=: 

'The Provost Marshall General has directed ue to answer your com- 
munication dated Nov, 2, addressed to the President of the United States 
and referred to this office for reply, concerning the reuniting of 
family groups in family inter nment camps* 

The War Department has been giving serious, consideration to this 
matter # The comments and suggestions contained in your letter willbe 
( retained in the files of the 'War J3epartment for reference, and you are 
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'assured that they -will be given full consideration* 

The Department of Justice is also. giving consideration to this 
problem and therefore a copy of your letter is being forwarded to 
that Department. 1 

I fully understand' that conditions at Ellis Island are inadequate, . 
but this is not the fault of the of&cials there. 

However, this does not change the fact that the presence of small 
children and girls like Rosemarie, who ought to be in school, is against inter- . 
national rules and uerhaps also against the laws laid down by the State and 
Federal Health, etc., Bureaus. I understand that for this reason a temporary 
transfer to the grounds of an institution uptown New York of such families is 
tinder consideration. Perhaps you know more about this than I do* 

You may show this letter to our mutual friend Helene ' Jorowitz and 
then mail same to your husband, if you think it worthwhile* 

I am taking up the matter to-day again with Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton and should like to await the return of Dr.VHof fmann o f the YMCA$far Prisoners 
Aid, before I go personally to those different out -of -town bureaus, because 
that involves travel expense not alone for myself, but also. for Majjor Jaxon, 
whom, I wanted to ask to come along to help me in the difficult task to properly 
explain the urgency of the solution to the proper officials*

In connection with the investigation of the^HARBT PRESS, New York 
File #100-19, BRTJN0%0ESENER, 242 Irving Avenue, Ridgewood, hong Island was 
interviewed* At the time of this interview he was questioned with respect to 
MERTIG's job with, the HARDTPRESS. He stated that MERTI& had been advertising 
manager at asalary of approximately $25 per week, which had been paid to him 
directly by WIEEY^CHEETTENHARDT the real owner of the HARDT PRESS* He stated 
that MERTIG had b&n responsible for soliciting ads for the paper and at .times 
also did some of the editorial workj that MERTIG fancied himself as a writer 
and requested frequently to have something he wrote inserted in"S^ie Neue Woche* 
He stated that he had never liked MERTIG, mostly due to the fact that MERTIG 
always got his |25 per week paid out of SCHLETTENHARDT ' s own pocket, while he 
himself was lucky if he got |20- per week out of the enterprise. In this con* 
•section, a confidential memorandum was furnished to this office by Confidential 
Informant Tpl which more fully sets out MERTIG' s connection with the HARDT PRESS 
and the connection between that concern and the German Railroads Information 
Office in New York City,

Carbon copies of ifliat appear to be official reports to the German Railroads 
head office in Berlin and other documents found among the records of the German 
Railroads Information Office in New York, show that a very close relationship 
existed 'between this office and the German-language publication, Die Neue Woche 
which was published in New York from 1939 until early in 1941* "* ^ ^ 

What appears to be a memorandum for the files, dated Februaiy 14, 1939, 
and bearing the typewritten initials of Heinz Portack, the director of the Ger- 
man Railroads press office, reads as follows t (German Railroads Information 
Office Exhibit #495)

Another report, dated April 5, 1939, shows that evidently the Hardt Press 
wrote to some official office in Berlin and was referred by themto the German

A similar report on May 4, 1939, announces that the four numbers of Die Neue Woche 
which appeared during April are being enclosed, and designates more than fourteen 
pictures and four articles in these issues which were supplied by the German Rail- 
ro*?s Information Office* (Exh. 440). A. report dated June 30Tg 1939, announces that 
six more issues are being sent to Berlin and indicates that mcfre than twenty arti- 
cles and pictures from the German Railroad Ii^oa^gfcion Office appear in them. (Exti« 
436). Exhibit #439 in another report** to Berlin dated May 15, 1939 which alludes in 
passing to Die Neue Woche : (Exh. 439) 

"«*.,;Mats are usually not distributed immediately by us since the German 
newspapers receive them direct from you5 they are put away in order at 
the proper time to be used in the illustration of other publications, 
such as 'Die Neue Woche 1 , the Jtigendpost ? , etc.* 

A separate memorandum is being submitted on the ^ugendpost* The report to Berlin 
of July 15, 1939, shows that the connections between the Railroads Office and the 
Neue Woche got closer and. closer 0 (Exh. 435)* 

The periodical whose publisher you at one time referred to us with requests 
for material is now beginning to develop somewhat under the direction of an 
editor who is close to us. It makes use regularly of our material, among 
it articles, notices, cuts and mats. We are sending you the issue of July 
9 with a Railroads picture on the front page, various of our items under 
"Neiztt from the Old Homeland" and a picture of Kiel on the inner front cover 
and an article * Journeying to Germany is the Custom all over the World", with 
three pictures on pages 3 and 4c On pages 9-15 appear programs of German 
radio stations, of which several make regular use of our material.

It is believed that the new editor alluded to in the report is Kurt Mertig, although 
absolute confirmation is lacking. The reference to German radio stations is not 
clear, but it is thought that it refers to programs in German which were heard over 
American radio stations in New York. - 
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There was also found in the files of the German Railroads Information Office a 
considerable amount of correspondence with the H^raga^aner*ith various in- 
dividuals connected with the press and with lie Heuejfecbe* Most of this corres- 
pondence concerned the pictures and articles whi^ch ^he^ Kailroads supplied to the 
magazine. Exhibit 493, a letter in English dated March 22, 1939, mentions a book 
that was being published by the Hardt Press:

With German Greeting 
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Allduring 1940 and the early part of 1941 letters were evidently being exchanged 
by the two organizations, and several more /were found in the files of the Rail- 
roads Office* One, signed by Loo sen er and dated January 21, 1941, says 'we dis- 
tributed altogether 1,000 extra Copies of the last week*s issue, which seemed to 
please many new readers ». The majority are signed by Mertig andcbal with Bavarian 
special issues, Baden special issues, misplaced cuts' and other problems,, The last 
letter is somewhat indistinctly dated, but it appears tobe February 13, 1941, and 
is addressed to Mr. It. Portack of the German Railroads Information Office: (Exh 286) 

Dear Mr* Portack:- 

We wish to express toyou our sincere appreciation of the cooperation 
you have given us and we are quite certain that you liked also the last 
and the present issue of 'Die Neue Woche . 

With the last issue we specially cater to the members of\he German 
Ski Club and adherents to the winter sports* \ /

Also available are more than sixty notations for the files of the German Railroads 
Information Office emphasizing something that has already been made clear from the 
correspondence reproduced above, namely, that Die Neue Woche published such a 
large amount of material from the German Railroads that it probably had room to 
publish very little else* The fact that the magazine ceased publication in July 
1941, only one month after the Railroads Office was forced out of business by the 
United States, also suggests that Die Neue Woche was in no sense self-sustaining* 

It is also known that the Railroads furnished Die Neue Woche with a fairly large 
amouht of advertising* The carbon copy of a bill submitted to the German Rail- 
roads by their advertising agents, Albert Frank Guenther Eaw, reveal's that the 
magazine was paid $35*20 for two advertisements appearing in June, 1939 (Exh 250)* 
In July it was paid $17*20 (Exh* 260)* Possible advertising is also alluded to in 
the Railroads memorandum set out on page 1* 

Files of Die Neue Woche have not yet been located* The New York Public library has 
no record of the publication, and the Special War Policies Unit has only four 
issues available. These were the last four which appeared, and cover the period 
from July 2 to July 23^ after the German Railroads Information Office had closed 
its doorso They, are poorly printed, contain very few pictures, a few anecdotes, 
releases of the/goreign Languages Information Service, programs of Merman American 
radio stations; two contained stories -and a surprising amount of advertising from 
German American summer resortw. There is nothing in the issues available which 
could possibly be interpreted as pro-Nazi* 
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Nevertheless it is felt that this magazine represented an important tool of the Nazis, 
The German Railroads were one of the chief agencies of "cultural penetration 11 " in 
the 'United Status, and the N^zi machine always realized that cultural workjnust , 
come aiiead of political* The memorandum entitled "Material Found in the Records 
of the German Railroads Information. Office » Clacs-jum-Tisipd) cites many documents 
to- illustrate this £ act*, Moreoverit is known that, Die^Meue Troche did contain a 
certain amount of pplitical material - for instance ' an ' article ' on the Vest Wall 
alluded to above. Kurt Mertig, who is thought to have been the chief editor of 
the magazine, is also known tb be 'dangerous. According to an oral report he has 
veiy recently written to a New York German-language p^per protesting anti-German 
statement? which were printed in that paper. He is also the subject of an invest- 
igation of the New York office of the Bureau, and has b&en reported to have been 
affiliated with the Christian Eight ers and Friends of New Germany as well as other 
pro-Nazi and native fascist organlzati pns. (Report pf 3.S3U Moore, New York City, 
7/22/42, entitled Kurt Mertig, STCHJ F1127)* 

Conclusion 

As far as- is known the premises of the .Hardt Press- have neverbeea sear ched by any 
government agency* It i§. therefore reccmmended that the above material be re- 
viewed to determine whether adequate grounds exist for fund freezing or other action 
which would make further investigation f easible 0 The possibility that' the Hardt 
Press and the -above-named individuals connected 'with it violated the Foreign 
Agents Registration: Act should also be. considered. - Iik^vri_se the affiliations of 
the *a?dt Press remain to be determined,, and: there is a possibility that the Mr* 
Hofjfmeister alluded /bo in correspondence set out above is identical with the 
city editor of tfre ^Ncw Mcer StaMe^Zeitung» 

It should be emphasized that the above report does not attempt to summarize all 
the" infprmation available to the Department concerning the Hardt J&eas, Mertig 
and Lpesener, but aims, chiefly to set forth the information, found in the files 
of the. Ge rman Railr oads Inform^^ 

tilth respect to MERTIG f s apparent lack pf income ard his present 
and past business connections, investigation was conducted at 132 Front Street, 
tfew York City, where MERTIG was supposed to have- had his escorting and importing 
business. ROGER ALIEN, elevator operator at 13? Front Street, stated that MERTIG 
had been in this building for four" or five years in a one room office, but had 
left that address at least 7 or 8 years ago. His business had been mainly im- 
porting china* However,; he was always shabbily dressed and apparently had very 
little tyisinesso For a time, he employed a stenographer but for the past two or 
three y^ars of his occupancy he had no help ajfc all. He was continually ptop2i%ing 
about business condition^ At this time, ha did not exhibit any pro-Gerraan senti- 
ments or sympathies* ' ^ 
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Mr, GEORGE. HUM, 99 Tfall Street,' Stew York City, advised that he 
is a former superintendent at 132 Front Street and that he remembered the subject 
MERTIG well.. MERTIG was in the importing business and bad stated to him that 
his wife and children were in Italy. He had no business, to speak of and Mr. 
HUM stated that he was always surprised that MERTIG could keep an office open. 
He last saw IfflRTIG abput 5 ye.ars ago, but IIERTIG had left 132 Front Street about 
8 years ago. He .had, aone room office, and a secretary whom he later discharged 
after a few months.. He had very few visitors, hoover, business was very slow* 
He apparently did- most of his business on the street because Mr. HUNN stated that 
MERTIG and another man walked up and down the street in front, of the building 
most of the day* Is rent was $50 per month. He tipped the building employees 
pn holidays, but Mr. HUM said that he always hated to take any money from 
MERTIG because he doubted whether MERTIG could actually afford to give it* He 
had formerly been in with an importer by the name of^DEIDERMN who had gone 
back to Germany soon after the. last war. MERTIG. apparently tpdkover DIEDERMM's 
business and. may have been in this building for 10 years or more.. Mr. HUM did 
not recall tliat MERTIG had. ever exhibited any pro-German tendencies at this time. 

i new phase of MERTIG 1 s activities came to light when DR. JOSEPH 
•ffiROADMAN^of 235 ^est End Avenue, New York City, complained to the Immigration 
Service that he felt MERTIG was dangerous and. should be watche^L DR. BROADMAN 
was, interviewed and he advised that "he has known MERTIG since 1938 or 1939* He 
advised- thathe does not lenow him Xxl a social or business way but DR. BRQADMAN — 
had been interested for several years in FATHER DI37INE's group in Harlem and 
MERTIG frequently appeared in the audience at the\itight'eous Government Forum 
which was conducted by^5M^ILSI?INE weekly* MERTIG frequently spoke from the 
floor and tried to put over Hitlerite ideas* DR.. BROADMAN quoted MERTIG as 
having said at one time "Germany is a great country* HITjQER is doing a lot and. 
making it a wonderful place to live in ir . MERTIG frequently left the bund news^ 
paper «The Wecferuf « around at these meeting*. He also recalled MERTIG having 
stated "Roosevelt is trying to drag the United States inW war"* He also recalled 
that MERTIG at one time was running for City Councilman in opposition to a German 
American candidate because he said "They (meaning the German Americans) are 
not sufficiently behind the Fuhrerand we need a strong Nazi Party here:"* MERTIG 
frequently tried to co-overt the negros to .Nazism by indicating that HITLER had 
been misquoted on his racial theories and always attacked Roosevelt and his 
policies, DR. BROADMAN described MERTIG as an active NAZI propagandist* He 
stated that he ;iever could understand MERTIG* s source of income because he was 
apparently attending Forum meetings of all kinds throughout the week and never 
mentioned any business of his om fi 

Mr. JOHN^LAMB, 1887 Madison Avenue., New loric City, Secretary to 
FATHER DIVINE was interviewed and advised that FATHER DIVINE formerly held meetings 
at 207 West 63Street, which he called the Righteous Government Forum, at which 
speakers of various beliefs, appeared and gave their views. He recalled that JfERTIG 
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■would appear every Wednesday night to attend these forums and frequently spoke, 
The tenor of his speeches were always very anti-Nev; Deal and he particularly 
opposed the repeal of the arms embargo* He attended these meetings almost 
weekly from 193$ to 193% Kir* LAMB advised that HERTIG tried to influence 
the followers individually more*than as a group, because the group -was literal 
and he did not dare express, too many of his Facist ideas. He stated that he 
would have one of his secretaries go through thereports of these meetings and 
determine if any of MERTIG l s speeches had been taken down in shorthand, as the 
speeches of various participants were often published in Father EIVIUPs 
^Wew Day"* He stded that he recalled that iffiRTIG apparently had a group of 
his own which he called the Citizens Protective League* Mr # LAMB later wote 
to the -writer, stating that he had talked the matterover with Father _DI\ttKE

LOUIS A^Vm^ of Ihh East 36 Street, New York City, was inter- 
viewed by the waiter and stated that he has known MERTIG for many years » Dur- 
ing the course of the interview ZAHHjS was definitely evasive and stated only 
that he felt that MERTIG was the type of individual -who liked to be in the 
limelight and to head societies of different sorts* He stated he felt there 
* was nothing subversive in IffiRTIG 1 s character or makeup, but that he has a 
great deal of kindness in 'his heart* ZAHKE admitted frequently speaking before 
the^itizens Protective League -which MSSRTIG ran as an open f orunu He ad- 
mitted further that there were a great many "crack pots* -who spoke at these 
meetings. He stated that he believed that 11ERTIG had very little income and 
was unable to tell the source of ffcat little income he did have otter than 
the fact that MERTIG apparently ran the circulation end of thepaper known 
as "The ^American Herald" itiiich he has seen KERTIG peddling on the streets in 
Yorkville» He stated that he felt MERTI& is not pro-German but is a great 
egotist, It should be pointed out that ZAHNE himself has formerly given in- 
formation on the^ffiends of Mew Germany and is regarded as unreliable© 

From Confidential Informant T-3 the following reports v;ere re- 
ceived* T-3 stated that he had recently talked with KURT MERTIG and learned 
that he is to appear before an Ariqy Hearing Board on December 16, l?i;2relative 
to possible removal to the middle West* MSRTIG stated that he was billing 
to appear before the Board* iffiRTIG also told him that he was continuing 
to give assistance to German Nationals in thisacea* He stated that he had 
that day written a letter on behalf of a German National who has been inducted 
into the Army and refuses to bear arms* IffiRTIG said that he had coimnunicated 
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with the Army authorities seeking this man's release* HERTIG also stated that 
he had been informed by Nassi friends in Yorkville that the FBI had been in- 
quiring about him among the aliens detained at Ellis Island* MSRTIG admitted 
that he was worried over this because some of these German Nationals might dis- 
close that they had given him money for services he rendered them* 1BSRTIG 
also disclosed the fact that he planned to return to Germany after the war to 
accept a position which wasto be opened to him in the Government service in 
the German Merchant Marine* He added that 7/IIiIJJITQIJEXiL had arranged this 
position fo£ him in return^ for itiiatever wrk he did for MITCHELL in the United 
States* 

A later report indicated that MERTIG had again talked with Confi- 
dential Informant T-2, at which time hehad shown T-2 a petition' which he -was 
preparing to send to all members of the Senate and the House of Representatives 
in the new Congress, seeking their assistance in revoking Ara^r rules which 
permit the removal of citizens inland, IffiRTIG referred to FBI agents * as 
"glorified draft dodgers 11 « MERTIG was toying to engage Counsel to fight any 
Army order excluding him from this area* He said that he will seek a writ 
of Certiorari or Habeas Corpus and he resents being ordered out of the area* 
He also, has communicated witl* the Civil liberties Union requesting their as- 
sistance and received a reply that he should advise them when and if he receives 
an Anpy order to get out* HERTIG has written to President ROOSEFSLT denouncing 
Ancy powers to remove citizens inland and protesting that* such powers are 
unconstitutional and quoting Justice DAVIS 1 decision in the MILLIONS case 
of the Ci-yil TCar* He also filed with the Second Service Command an "exception 1 ' 
to the proceedings of this military hearing and forwarded the same to General 
DRUM* JJERTIft further ^dvised that agroup of German women had just returned 
from -Tennessee where they visited their interned husbaids and conferred with 
the military commander of the internment camp and protested to him over the 
confinement of their husbands* KERTIG said that these vromentold him that the . 
commander was very sympathetic and himself expressed doubt as to the reason

The facts in this case have been discussed at length with 
Assistant United States Attorney JOHN F« SONNET in the Southern District of 
New York and Assistant United States Attorney" ROBERT Ro DAM of the Southern 
District of New York* Mr. SONNET stated that he had read and approved the Amy 
Hearing Board 1 s Exclusion order on MERTIG and felt that for the time being 
this was the most effective way of dealing with MERTIG. He stated that he aid 
'Aire DANN had considered calling MERTIG before the Grand Jury in the hopes of 
catching MERTIG in a perjury* However, on later refaction he felt that nothing 
could be gained by this;; procedure and that it would be a waste of Grand Jury 
time to let MERTIG make* a speech.

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» On the morning of October 14, 1942, five special agents of the FBI came 
to the undersigned * sprivate premises, announced their official standing and 
declared their intention to search my premises without a proper, search warranto 



Ihen I resisted this apparent attempt to impose upon presumed ignorance, 
by me, of the proper procedure, the five agentscalled this ! Lack of co-operation 
on my part 1 and then asked me to sign a waiver of dqt ri^ht to be served with a 
search warrant* 

Ihen I still insisted on the proper constitutional way, the five agents 
composing this 'commando raid', asked me to accompany them to the headquarters 
of the FBI and the office of the U* ^ a Attorney, Matthias i? 4 » ^orrea, at the 
U* S. Court Building, New York City, to v/hich I goodnaturedly gave ready assent, 
although I was by no means obliged to do so 0 

I then pointed out to kxe. Asst. U. S* Attorney John ^onnett that the 
absence of a search warrant in the hands of my visitors had obviously resulted 
from the fact that the request for my presence and for the producing of ray 
papers upon call of the five agents, had not been accompanied by the making 
against me of any formal charge of misconduct, and that the absence of such 
charge was in turn based very obviously upon the non-existence of such miscon- 
duct on my part ; and that the repeated attempts to execute a searcn without 
a warrant was therefore quite manifestly a contumacious and thoroughly un- 
American attempt to by-pass my constitutional rights* 

When Mr* Sonnett gave indication that he recognized the correctness of 
the position thus stated by me, I at once reciprocated by signing the waiver 
"without further controversy, was accompanied back to my residence by four of 
the agents who then proceeded from 1:30 Biff to 5:30 FM to make the search, 
gave me a receipt for the documents -which seemed to suit their purpose and 
promised to restore them to me within l a couple of days'* 

The only complaint I have against the fi^e FBI agents (who in every other 
respect behaved like gentlemen) isthat my neighbors were widely informed by 
them concerning this official identity and the purpose of their visit and thus 
had created the impression that I suddenly v as unmasked and taken away as an 
undesirable and disloyal citizen, which happens to be the fiixact opposite of the 
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"truth, and to be quite inconsistent with the fact that I have repeatedly 
been nominated by my neighbors as a candidate for responsible electoral 
honorso 

Such procedure, if authorized by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
tends to provide our newspapers with abasis of highly colored and sensational 
recitals which are not only very cruelto innocent victims of such trade prac- 
tices, but also tend to create in the minds of persons not yet empaneled as 
jurors ^ — and therefore at liberty to read such misleading newspaper recitals 
— a highly prejudiced presumption of guilt, even before the trial of a de- 
fendent has officially commenced * 

T/hen my papers were not returned within a few da^rs, I called on Exe* 
Asst. U 0 S 0 Attorney John F* Sonnett to ask for the return of the same and 
to ask him also for the reason of serving on me the Grand Jury subpoena, and 
the reason for asking me to sign a waiver to permit the five agents of the 
FBI to search my premises without a search warrant, to which Mr- Sonnett 
replied in the presence of F,B.I # agent K ^ Johnson, that I did not stand 
charged with any crime to which I retorted that the fact nevertheless re- 
mained that I Y/as inconvenienced by the search of my home, the unfavorable- 
reports spread among my neighbors and the sequestration of my papers aid that 
I therefore insisted to find out what the rumpus was about, and in particular 
desired to be afforded an opportunity of testifying and giving evidence be- 
fore the Federal Grand Jury i{i regard to an alleged violation of Title 18, 
Section 88, U* S. Code, as stated on the subpoena above referred to 0 

Mien I thereafter did not receive a call to appear before' the Grand Jury 
and neither had my papers returned, I wrote to Federal Judge John C 0 Khox, 
on whose authority the subpoena was issued, as per attached copies of October 
19th and 23rd, 1942 and as per Ms suggestion sent to the Grand Jury on 
October 31st, 1942 a full statement of my experience with the five FBI agents 
and Exe. Asst. U. S* Attorney Sonnett on October 14, 1942 and requested them 
to call and question me* Not having heard from that body, I wrote to the 
Federal Grand Jury a^ain on December 29, 1942 as per attached copy, to which 
communication l have neither received a reply P 

Also on suggestion of. Judge Knox I wrote to I-Jr. ^onnertt of Mr* 'Correal 
staff on November 10, December 5 and Dec. 28,- 1942, as per attached copies 
to subpoena me to appear before the Federal Grand Jury and subject me to an 
examination, as I oesired as an American citizen to put an end definitely to 
any whispering campaign emanating fromhis office or that of 1 the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, but I did not get any response,, 

And nowl finally write to you to kindly 'look into this matter, because 
if no charge can be presented either against the Citizens' Protective League 
or myself, I feel that I am entitled to a letter from you testifying to ngr 
gpod citizenship and^ving me a clean Bill of Health. 

I maintain in the first place that as a loyal American citizen, I should 
not, as previously stated, have been inconvenienced; and, in the second place, 
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"that an unsheathed sword should not be kept hanging over my head for such 
a long time* 

I claim that the 'commando raid 1 of October '1th, 1942 had been nothing 
but a 'fishing expedition 1 and that any 'facts' allowed to be imagined, as 
having existence in the background, are in reality non-existent; and that 
this illegal attempt of araid on my apartment has therefore been inspired by 
somebody's <messwork and possible malice and smacks of persecution* 

Initiating such proceedings on suspicion so baseless and so absurdly un- 
substantiated can only result in nebulous situations and detract from the 
dignity of the law c 

The true administration of justice is the firmest pillar of good govern- 
ment I 

Will you therefore be so good to investigate this matter and thereupon 
write me a letter absolving the Citizens' Protective League and me of any 
charges of conspiracy, misconduct, disorderly conduct or inhat have you and 
oblige.

He insisted that his exclusion was un- 
constitutional and, among other things, remarked to Mr. Buckles that the 
board of officers which excluded him consisted of two Jews and one other 
officer. 

Subject Mertig wants the House Judiciary Committee to report out a 
bill repealing Public Law No. 503, which is the Act of Congress ratifying 
Executive Order 9066 giving the Secretary of War the power to establish military 
areas and to exclude therefrom dangerous persons. 

Mr* Buckles stated that Mertig is making the rounds of the members 
of the House Judiciary Committee in an effort to effect repeal of Public Law 
503. Mr # Buckles stated that from his knowledge of the members of the House 
Judiciary Committee he 'is afraid that Mertig will strike one or two who will 
listen to him, not because they approve of subversive activities but because 
of the opportunity to embarrass some of the people in power. 

Mr. Buckles advised that Mertig entered the United States in 1910 
and ^claims to have been naturalized in New York County in 1923. He complained 
that he was excluded six months after the original hearing. He described him- 
self as chairman of sane sort of public forum, the name of which was not re- ^ 
corded by Mr. Buckles. The order excluding Mertig bears number E~96(2~12) 
and is dated June. 7, 1943* Mr. Buckles stated he got the -impression. that 
Mertig was very active before the war, in isolationist activities. He stated 
that despite the long time Mertig has b^ggj^nfeiB-s country-he, still has a 
powerful ^German accent. &

On April 30, 1943, Mr* John F. Sormett, Assistant United States^ 
Attorney for the Southern' District of New York, advised that 
for the present time no conipalint would be filed toward the denaturalization 
of this Subject, .inasmuch as there was then pending an action which would be 
taken by the United States Army on an exclusion order, as a result of a 
hearing which was granted the Subject by the Individual Exclusion Hearing v 
Roard, Second Service Command.

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The Eastern Defense Command headquarters , Governors Island, Nov/ 
York, forwarded two copies of Individual Exclusion Order #E-96 (2-12) dated 
June 7, 1943c The order was issued for the exclusion of KURT 12LRTIG, 317 
East 54 Street, Now York City, from the entire Eastern Hilitary area,, and 
from certain military areas of the Y/estern, Southern and Central" Defense 
^orroiands. This order v;as served on June 17, 1943 and tlye Subject was, ordered 
to report to the Director of Internal Security, Division 39, v/hitchall Street, 
How York City, on June 21, 1943 y for fingerprints., photograph, and questioning 
.as to his future destination. The order also specified that the Subject must 
have vacated the Eastern Defense Command by June 28, 194>, and it also pro- 
hibited him from entering or remaining in the Eastern Defense Command after 
that date.- 

It vas reported to the \*m Tcrk office of the Federal bureau of 
Investigation, on June 29, 1943, '^7 the ^rmy authorities that the Subject 
had failed to report to then on Juno 21, 1943 as ordered, and that 
numerous letters had bo~n written by i 2RTIG to various military officials 
indicating that he would not comply rath the "exclusion order inasmuch as . 
the order w*s unconstitutional and he v.us a loyal citizen. 

On July 1, 1943 Special ngent Cecil F. Parker and the writer observed 
KURT liERTIG on Hast 54th Strcjt. Kis* presence in Hot York City is a violation 
of the exclusion order, end under Public Lc.y; #503 is a criminal violation. 

On July 3, 1943 Special Agent 'E. J. HcCabe telephonically ^communicated 
with Assistant United' States attorney, John F . Sonnett, for -the Southern 
District of Uew York, and requested his opinion as to. prosecutive action 
' against the Subject for his violation of the exclusion order, iir. Sonnett 
advised that nothing would be done until the Hilitary authorities requested 
the prosecution of iHRTIG for violation of their exclusion order. The . 
iurmy has not yet requested that prosecution bo undertaken against KURT 
MERTIG for a violation of the exclusion order. 

0 n July 26, 1943 iJr. James k. Sharp*, Special Assistant -to the 
Attorney General, contacted the "ow York office in ordir to discuss the . 
present status of this case. Lr. Sharp was' of the opinion 'that it may 
be possible to obtain prosecution against the Subject for violation of 
the Foreign A&ents Registration Act of -1933. It i/as his opinion that the\ 
term "Foreign Principal" -would include the Sv/iss Consulate v/ith v/hich \ 
TSRTIG has had considerable dealings. He also felt that the term "Foreign \ 
Principals 11 would include a foreign political party' and that ilERTIG, by 
his negotiations for repatriation of Germans vjho v/ore members of the Nazi 
Party, had violated the act. 
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There was a remote possibility, in Mr. Sharp's opinion, that a 
violation of the Sedition Act might be profferred inasmuch as 13RTIG tried 
to have German aliens released from the United States Army. MURTIG wrote 
numerous letters on behalf of certain German aliens who were inducted 
into the United States Army seeking their release. In this connection Hr. 
Sharp further stated that 12EJRTI0 might have been merely acting in the 
capacity of a friend, and not with the intention of undermining the morale 
of the Armed Forces. Subsequently IJr. Sharp telephonies! ly advised Special ■ 
Agent Johnston Pierce that he had been in contact with the Sv/iss Consulate 
in "aw York City, and they informed him that the German Authorities at one 
time cabled the Swiss Legation at Washington , D.C., requesting that they 
instruct 'l-.ILLY UITCICLL to prepare a list of Germans?* or.. repatriation. 
These instructions had been . forward ed to MITCHELL through the Swiss Consulate 
at Nov/ York City. L5r. Sharp felt, '-icrfsvor, tint; undoubtedly the cable from 
the German source to LITCHSLL had ;v.-c been thrcugi Commerical channels and, 
therefore, v/ould not be available for evidence. 

It was reported on January 29, 1943 ^pY Confidential Informant T-l 
whose information is considered reliable, but is unavailable as a witness, 
that he had been to the home of KURT LSRTIG and that the wife of PaUL A.W. 
SCHOLZ was there ; that ttERTIO was writing a letter for IJrs. SCHOLZ which she 
intended to mail to her husband in Atlanta, 1ERTIG told the informant that 
he had been to Washington, D„C. to see the Attorney General because he had 
been questioned by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and that his premises 
had been searched. He also told the informant that ho' intended to testify 
at the trial of HEUIUTH IEIN3R, if the defense attorney so desired. I-jSRTIG 
stated that, he was sorry that ho did not go back to Germany and give up his 
citizenship j and that he had filed a petition in the Judiciary Committee , 
urging Congress to prohibit the iirmy from moving citizens out of various 
military areas . 

Again on April 29, 1943 Confidential Informant reported that he had 
visited the Subject who was seeking assistance from Judge H. V/. R0G3RS of. 
Tompkins Corner, Now York, in his effort to prevent his exclusion. ISRTIG 
informed that ROGERS was a close associate of his Citizens Frotective League, 
and that he had collaborated with LOUIS ZaH?,E and WILLY MITCHELL, who were 
in the past National Socialists 5 however, ROGERS informed 1CRTIG that he 
would have nothing to do with him as ho- did not wish to impair his patriotism. 

On Juno 0, 1943 Confidential Informant T-l reported that LZRTIG 
still has a number of German aliens and naturalized Germans in his place 
of residence at 317 East 54 Stre.t, Hew York City. Ho has an average of 
throo or four persons an overling who come to him for advice regarding things 
relating to the war as it affects Germans here. He also informed that LERTIG 
faithfully listens to the short wav^ radio broadcasts from Berlin and also to 
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Nazi propaganda given in Portuguese and Spanish, 

On Juno I4., 1943 Confidential Informant T-l again reported that 
LSRTIG stated that he will not grant interviews to Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation because he does not wish to give evidence to be 
used against other Germans. At that time L2KTIG claimed he represents two 
German newspapers, the "Sonntag Post", and the "Herald Post", and that they 
are in difficult financial conditions. .Confidential Informant T-l observed 
three Germans visit i-GRTIG while he was there and discuss various problems 
regarding the, internment of Aliens. Confidential Informant T-l reported 
thut LSRTIG had solicited the assistance of the American Civil Liberties 
Union in his defense in the exclusion order issued by the United States 
Army. The American Civil Liberties Union, according to MERTIG, refused 
to 'defend him although they had previously agreed to undertake his defense. 
OETIG then sought to obtain the services of Attorney JaLSSS 'VILKIKSON, 
who is Consul for G0LOK3L LI. 8A1ICTUARY. 

LERTIG told the Informant that he seeks to test the constitutionality 
* of the exclusion act if he is. seized, when the Informant was leaving LERTIG 
a German visitor came to the door and gave L2RTIG the iHTLSR salute. 

On August 6, 1943 the Informant reported that iJERTIG v/as boasting 
that he had beat the Federal bureau of Investigation, and it was the only 
case -where a German had had his rights respected, and he was confident that 
he will never be removed from this military area. The Informant reported 
further that there are still Germans visiting LSRTIG'S apartment where 
they are listening to short wave broadcasts from Berlin, At present KSRTIG 
is reported to be seeking new Consul inasmuch as Attorney J&MZS -'.ILKUISON 
died while visiting the vvest Coast ♦ 

Special Agent John T.Hilsbos reported on March 10, 1943 that he had 
intorviovrad Mrs. AXNA ZBSSENiJI, and that upon search of her premises a 
letter dated April 30; 1943 from KURT LERTIG was found. The letter from 
LISRTIG contained statements that he had brought complaints to the President, 
Attorney General, «rnd the Federal bureau of Investigation on the unduly 
prolonging detention at Ellis Island of Germans, and' that he was the- only 
one who had the courage to protest repeatedly against this injustice, and 
because of this "Life" magazine and the newspaper "PM" had started a smear 
campaign against him and the Citizens Protective League. The last paragraph 
of the letter contains an appeal for financial assistance. LErs. ZHvI ERMAN 
was investigated by the *ew York Field Division and, she is employed by 
KARL DGG3RS, 850 Park Avenue, Not; York City, who is also under investigation*

At the above time Mr. Mclnerney of the Criminal Division 
called, referring to the report submitted by Special Agent 
Richard A. Johnson at New York City on November^ 1942. He 
particularly called attention to the last page of the report in whicl 
a statement was set forth to the effect that at the time of the search 
of subject's premises, three- suggir ration books were found in the names 
of >P§iS£i a > Beatrice, and Id g^Mertig^ The report further stated that 
w it is believed this constitutes a violation of the regulations set forth 
by the Office of Price Administration." 

Mr. Mclnerney was desirous of knowing whether or not the Agent 
took possession of the ration books at the time of the search because 
of the fact that OPA had informed him that it would be almost impossible 
to locate the applications for the ration books* 

Mr. Mclnerney also mentioned that Mr. Tom Clark recently 
submitted a memorandum to the Bureau pointing out that he was desirous of 
instituting some action against subject, and in closing requested- that he 
be furnished with the complete file on Mertig. Mr. Mclnerney stated 
that the Criminal Division is, of course, in possession of all of the 
investigative reports and that Mr. Clark's request should, therefore, 
be disregarded.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE FIEES 



Re: Certain Activities of Kurt Mertig, 
Alleged ffazi Agent. 



Kurt Mertig , a German by birth, now a naturalized U.S. 
citizen, has been investigated by the FBI, Military Intelligence, 
and the Criminal Division of the Department of Justice, in the 
possibility, among other things, that he -vvas or still is acting 
as £ German agent, in violation of the Foreign Agents Registra- 
tion Law of 1938. Mertig has a long pro-Nazi record and has 
refused to obey a military order excluding him from the Eastern 
Defense area. (1) The Griminal Division of the Department of 
Justice concluded on April 29, 1944 that it did not have suf- 
ficient proof that Mertig is or has been a German agent. (2) 

An activity of Mertig 1 s has come to our attention during 
th^ 1 course of an examination of the files of the American 
Trading Company, an export-import house, 96 Wall Street, New 
York City. These files were epqngssd by the War Division of 
the Department of Justice in cV Qction with a survey of German 
pr^-war barter transactions re 7 ' % ~pag t& the acquisition of 
critical war materials in the W ,*ed Stat?,?* (3) Mertig 
interested himself in this phase of Germans effort* 

During the years 1937, 1938 and part of 1939* a large 
amount of trade between Germany and the United States was con- 
ducted through ^barter". Under this system, American importers, 
wishing to purchase German goods, first sold to Germany cotton, . 
copper, or other materials designated by Germany as critically 
needed. The prices paid were, by order of the German Economic 
Ministry, higher than available on world markets. The proceeds 
of \ these sales were paid in blocked marks to special German 
inland accounts. The American importer of German goods then 
us£d these special inland accounts to pay the Qterman exporter. ■ 

The effect of this system was to enable Germany to get 
war materials from this country without using any foreign 
exchange. The payment of premium prices for the cotton or 
copper also amounted to a subsidy of German manufacturers and 
exporters who otherwise could not have met world competition.

I h^ve your memoranda of July 27 and August 30, 194A, regarding 
the above namejd and appreciate the detailed statement provided by jour 
office re^ardiing him. 

The porrespondence records of the several Federal prisoners now 
confined in th£ District of. Columbia Jail indicate that Mertig began 
corresponding with members of the group early in May 1944» He first 
wrote to GerhaM Eunse, and on May 12 a letoer v;as referred to this 
office for inspection. It contained an enclosure of $5*00 \vhich Mertig 
indicated was a gift to Kunze from "Mrs. Peters." On May 12, also there 
was returned to ^ertig a miscellaneous package of food addressed to 
Kunze, On May 13 a letter from Mertig outlining the contents of the 
rejected package was transmitted to the jail wi.th an explanatory note 
from this office. Additional letters addressed to Kunze were inspected 
on the following dates: 

May 15 \ Advised of sending a second package; enclosed $1.00 

(Package was rejected at jail). 
May IS ; expressed regret at rejection of packages; enclosed copy 
of letter of jrotest to this office.

Mertig began correspondence with Herman Max Schxvinn in June 
of 1944» Letters were received for inspection on the following dates:

He i?rote to August Klapprott on two occasions — June 10 and 
June 28,. 1944* 1st the first instance he enclosed a $5.00 money order. 
He mentioned that he had once spoken to Klapprott "casually." In the 
second instance, ne off erred to send the prisoner a shirt to wear at 
the trial.

Mertig also wrote two letters to Robert Noble. These letters 
were received for inspection on June &8 and June 29> 1944- In the 
former, he enclosed §1.00 and in the latter, a $5*00 money order. 

Th& enclosures in the various letters were reported by Mertig 
to have been 1 contributed by friends and well-v,?ishers of the defendants 
in New York* No correspondence from Mertig to these prisoners has been 
referred since July 10. 

Mertig wrote to this office on four occasions — May 26, June 8, 
June 21 and July 3, 1944» This correspondence concerned itself primarily 
with alleged mistreatment of the defendants in the District of Columbia 
Jail. He urged that the quality of food served at the jail be improved 
and that thfe prisoners be given greater opportunity for exercise in the 
out-of-doors. He protested the policy of the Bureau of Prisons of 
excluding packages addressed by him to the defendants. This corres- 
pondence is available for review by your office if you wish to have it, 
but because of the nature of its contents we question whether it would 
be of practical value to you. However, there are no copies of corres- 
pondence addressed to the defendants in our £a3)3.

Bureau, advised 'that an employee of the German Consulate in New York City 
was sent to a meeting of theXciTIZENS* PROTECTIVE LEAGUE" conducted by the 
subject with the apparent instructions to evaluate the subject's ability* Dr* 
BRAEGER, the German Consul in New Yor£ City, later stated he did not have a very 
complimentary opinion of « the subject and stated that his ability was such that 
he would best fit into M>he position of a grocery clerk in a backwoods store# 

It will be recalled that the CITIZENS* PROTECTIVE LEAGUE was a 
group organized by subject for the purpose of furthering the interests or 
those Americans of German descent* To further the interests of this group, 
IfERUG tod^iced different speakers to appear at meetings and when possible 
he exhibit^ films favorably portraying conditions in Germany* 

An examination of the records of the New York office of the 
^HAMBURG AMERICAN LINES and the^ORTH GERMAN LLOYD STEAMSHIP LINES revealed 
a memorandum date4 September 30, 1938, by one C«JJ4fSEN, who was employed 
by the Film Depa^ment of the above steamship lines in their New York Office* 
In this memorandum HANSEN states that he exhibited a film for KURT MERTIG 
at a meeting of jfche CITIZENS* PROTECTIVE LEAGUE, at which meeting LOUIS 
AT~ZAENE and EDWARD LrQASEY spoke* The memorandum states that in his speech 
CASEY gave an eye-witness account of Germany in which he highly praised the 
new Germany*s agricultur^O. system, art, music and morals* CASEY also praised 
Hitler and Gerajany*s stand in the Czechoslov&ldan crisis at that time*

Confidential Informant T-l advised that in April, 1939, the United 
States Government Imposed certain additional customs duties on Gern&n imports* 
This made it impossible for Gemany to obtain needed war supplied through 
the barter system* Immediately thereafter, he continued, "there sprang into 
existence in the\united States several G erman*dnspired organizations which

sought to use pressure to remove the countervailing duties. It was hoped 
to have cotton growers in the South to bring pressure on their Congressional 
representatives in l/ashington. The CITIZEN 1 IR03SCHV3 LEAGUE, 1253 
tadngion Avenue, New York City, of TftLch KURT ISffiPIG was the chairman, was 
one of those participating pressure groups. 1 *

On i^iO, 1945^ the United States Army delusion Board rescinded 
their order excluding subject from the Eastern Defense Command. Subject was 
originally ordered excluded °» June 7, 1943. 

A survey recently made of the premises of subject, 317 East 54th * 
Street, reflected that a technical surveillance was not feasible in view of \ 
many adverse factors. \ 

As will be reflected in a later stage of this report, subject at 
the present time is attempting to revive his former GERMAN AMERICAN 
SilPUBLlCAN ISAGUE. 

On July 2, 194?, Confidential informant T-2 related that on 
June 30, 1945, subject dispatched the following letter to a metropolitan 
newspaper for the purpose" of having it included in the letters to the 
editor section of the pajter. This letter is being set out verbatim as it 
is indicative of subject, 1 s mental attitude and present views. 

"During the pa^ 12 years the Roosevelt administration has 
been instrumental ik every conceivable way in furthering the 
cause of the foreign relatives and co-religionists of some 
four million Jewish! American citizens - giving them financial, 
political and econoiHc succor, and, as an end product, has 
expended the lives limbs of hundreds of thousands of 
American soldiers ttesides the concomitant suffering of their 
American families, f

He stated that 1SERTIG 
was constantly defending Germany^ course of action in the present war and 
condemning .American political and military policy. He stated that at the 
present time subject was attempting to revive the German American Republican 
league, "which has been defunct for several years. KERTIG at one time 
attempted to organize €his group in conjunction with his Independent Voters* 
league; however, tiiis^expectation did not materialize and the group was 
forced to disband because of lack of membership. 

Informant related that LERTIG is a busybody at heart who is con- 
stantly attempting to interject himself into anything of a political nature. 
Ixi his opinion JfiERTIG is a "'big jerk" who fancies himself an intellectual. 
The G^IAN-AI&KICAN REPUBLICAN L2&GU3, however, has met with indifferent 
success up to the present time, and no meetings have been held to date. 
It was his further opinion that the membership of this organization and of 
the^tlESESIJBSNT VOTERS* LEAGUE, both sponsored by I.SRTIG, consisted princi- 
pally of the activities of IJ2RTIG himself. 

He related tt^ mbject at the present time distributes various 
newspapers in the German language which are received from the Fidwest. He 
also related that a ': supplementary source of ISRTIG'S income consisted of 
collecting subscriptions and advertisements for these various German 
LEdwestern papers. He advised that I IERTIG distributed these papers to a 
number of newspaper stands throughout Yorkville.
